Mine Wo rkers Unio n ends its week 
lo ng co nventio n sessio ns to day aft 
er raising du es fo r its members 
Secretary o f Labo r James P. 
Mitchell was schedu led to sp eak 
at the final afterno o n sessio n. 
The nearly-3,000 delegates vo ted 
Mo nday to bo o st member du es by 
25 cents a mo nth, raising the du es 
fo r wo rking miners fro m $4 to 
$4.25 p er mo nth, and fo r u nem­ 
p lo yed and p ensio ned miners fro m 
$1 to $1.25. 
Debate bro u ght fro m so me dele­ 
gates exp ressed fears that while 
mechanizatio n ’o f co al miners has 
increased t h e i r efficiency, and 
the indu stry’s ability to p ay higher 
wages and o ther benefits, the nu m­ 
ber o f available mining jo bs has 
been sharp ly cu rtailed. 
Jo hn L. Lewis, UMW p resident, 
assu red the co nventio n, ho wever, 
that demand fo r co al is increas­ 
ing and will u ndo u btedly lead to 
reo p ening so me mines which had 
been clo sed several years ago 
when the co al indu stry was su f­ 
fering fro m dep ressed co nditio ns. 
Marling J. Ankeny, directo r o f 
the Federal Bu reau o f Mines, also 
exp ressed co nfidence that exp and­ 
ing electric energy requ irements 
and the gro wing steel indu stry, 
alo ng with a rising co al exp o rt 
trade, sp ell a p ro mising fu tu re fo r 
the co al indu stry.

Held in a Mo u nds- 
ville ho sp ital fo r a week, he was 
transferred to the Marshall Co u nty 
Jail, also at Mo u ndsville. 
He fled the jail Ap ril 26. 1954, 
by p icking the lo ck o n his cell do o r 
and vanished. The car he is be­ 
lieved to have sto len in his flight 
was fo u nd the next day near Steu ­ 
benville.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. UTU- 
Secretary of State Dulles said to­ 
day there is little chance of set­ 
tling the Suez problem so long as 
it is possible for any nation to 
use the vital w aterw ay as an in­ 
strum ent of its national policy.

The Stakes Are High In Milwaukee Strike 


Anti-American Unity 


The most important things happening in for­ 
eign policy nev er are the subjects under dis­ 
cussion but the subjects ripening for discus­ 
sion. 
Two are ripening this October. 
One is a potential combination of US- oü an« ! 
shipping enterprises to accept responsibility for 
the maintenance and improv ement of the Suez 
Canal, purely as a business inv estment worked 
out in cooperation with the gov ernment of 
Egypt. 
The other is the potential combination of 
dissatisfied European gov ernments to accept re­ 
sponsibility for the economic and military se­ 
curity of Europe, without any more help from 
the United States. 
The second originates in the first. Great 
BriUin and France, as Secretary of State 
Dulles has admitted, hav e been dissatisfied 
with this gov ernment’s attitude on the Suez 
issue. 
They would be ev en more dissatisfied if this 
gov ernment let business interests cooperate 
with Egypt in a plan tp maintain and dev elop 
the Suez Canal free from international pressure 
politics (rf the kind the British and French want 
to play. 
From West Germany, in the meantime, there 
hav e been reports of the dissatisfaction of 
Chancellor Adenauer with the United States— 
dissatisfaction mingled with hints that West 
Germany now has ev erything to gain and 
nothing to lose by more gestures of European 
amity and cooperation like its recent Saar agree­ 
ment with France. 
European unity always has seemed just be­ 
yond the grasp of the unifiers while each Euro­ 
pean gov ernment was trying to make the best 
deal.it could make with non-European powers. 
But it could come within reach if West Ger­ 
many, France and Great Britain united for their 
common security against both the Sov iet Un­ 
ion and the United States. 
Ironically, that is what U.S. foreign policy 
has held to be desirable as a long-range ob­ 
jectiv e. That is what foreign-aid spending was 
designed to bring about. Yet its best chance 
of fulfillment now appears to lie in shared 
resentment against the United States.

strike, the biggest hassle has been 
ov er seniority protection and ar­ 
bitration of discharges. 


IN THIS WAR, WHICH already 
has cost the union some $8,000,000, 
Kohler is attempting to prov e that 
no union can prev ent a firm from 
turning its wheels and running its 
assembly lines. 
It is still producing and reported 
to be making a profit. And the auto 
union, in effect, is fighting to 
show that a company which defies 
it can be boycotted into shutting 
its doors. 
The public may not be fascinated 
by this labor war—during which a 
supply ship has been turned away 
from its dock and men hav e been 
wounded outside plant gates—but a 
small informed circle in Washing­ 
ton, the White House and industry 
most certainly is. 
If Kohler continues to put its 
products in the bathrooms of Amer­ 
ica, labor’s boycott weapon will for 
a long time be useless. If Amer­ 
ica’s bathroom doors are closed to 
Kohler, then few big firms will defy 
picket lines in the future. 


CHARACTERISTICALLY, t h e 
techniques used by Reuther’s p ^ 
pie hav e been daring, hard-hitting 
and widespread. Here, in Milwau­ 
kee, not too far from the com­ 
munity of Kohler, I’m told that 
the airwav es hav e been heav y with 
the union’s messages. 
With funds supplied by the beer 
city labor mov ement, the u n i on 
bought one minute radio spot an­ 
nouncements ov er the two biggest 
stations. Eight times daily, sev en 
days a week, the union message ap­ 
peals for boycott of Kohler prod- 


ucts. These labor commercials pro­ 
mote union-made plumbing ware. 
They attack the skill of Kohler’s 
non-union workers and the prod­ 
uct itself. 
The boycott strategists hav e not 
stayed close to Milwaukee or the 
hometown of the strikers of Local 
833. They hav e ranged the nation. 


THERE IS A SPECIAL squad of 
auto union national staff men as­ 
signed full time to the boycott— 
and they all flew into Kansas City 
in August. The special attraction 
there was, of course, the plumb­ 
ers’ union conv ention, a natural 
for Reuther’s strategists. They per­ 
sonally contacted each of the 2,500 
plumber delegates. Each delegate 
was handed a chart listing all the 
Kohler dealers and distributors in 
his home area. 
Each of these plumbers* dele­ 
gates, who, in turn is a leader in 
his own community, was enlisted 
in the fight. Each was urged—and 
each agreed—to go home and try 
to conv ince building contractors 
and city officials not to buy Kohler 
products. 
The impact here is obv ious. The 
plumbers union is made up of the 
men who will install and maintain 
the products. The Reuther men 
reckoned that persuasion from the 
plumbers would hav e its effect on 
those who buy equipment and must 
deal locally with that union. 
In some cities this strategy has 
paid off for the strikers. A number 
of the nation’s biggest cities—be­ 
fore and after the plumbers’ con­ 
v ention—had 
anti-Kohler 
resolu­ 
tions passed by their city councils 
of boards of superv isors. 


THIS MEANS THAT these com­ 
munities will not purchase Kohler 
products for their public construc­ 
tion-such as schools and official 
buildings. If this is successfully 
carried forward, the auto uniwi 
could conceiv ably also knock Koh­ 
ler products out of the big market 
made up of public housing, v eter­ 
ans’ hospitals and other federal, 
state and city projects. 
This is unprecedented. It all goes 
beyond the fight on Kohler. Wash­ 
ington is watching carefully. If the 
auto union can get the network of 
hundreds of central labor bodies to 
conv ince city, state and federal 
gov ernment purchasing agencies to 
boycott Kohler, the precedent will 
be set for o t h e r big unions to 
tackle any firm dealing with the 
gov ernment and any branch there­ 
of. 
Small wonder the union and Koh­ 
ler are spending millions in this 
war unnoticed by most of t h e 
nation.

Discussion After Action 


It is characteristic of popular gov ernment 
that some actions are put off indefinitely be­ 
cause discussion cannot be stopped, but other 
equally important actions are taken first and 
the discussion postponed until later. 
This happened when Congress adopted a 
joint resolution in 19 47 for 
a 
constitutional 
amendment limiting the presidential term. The 
proposal was ratified byt he states and went 
into effect in 19 51 v irtually without benefit of 
discussion. It did not apply to President Tru­ 
man, who was in office att he time. 
The discussion is beginning now. It will be 
repeated ev ery time a president runs for a 
second term. The amendment limiting the 
presidential term was designed to plug a hole 
!n the Constitution which had been of no im­ 
mediate concern until Franklin Roosev elt used 
it to shatter the two-term tradition. 
It may be the ev enutal judgment of historians 
that plugging the hole did more damage than 
would hav e been done if it had been left open. 
It robbed the limited-term presidency of politi­ 
cal influence comparable to that of unlimited- 
term legislators who can run for re-election 
as long as they think they hav e a chance. It 
robbed the presidency of flexibility that might 
be needed in a national emergency — the only 
time when Americans would be likely to keep 
a president in office longer than two terms 
anyway. 
The deed is done now. It would be ev en more 
difficult to undo than the 18th 
amendment 
passed in haste, repented at leisure and re­ 
pealed only after years of agonizing effort. 


Democratic strategists apparent­ 
ly are depending on a “ gimmick’* 
inv ented in 17 89 to deliv er the 
presidency to Adlai Stev enson. 
Mr. Stev eson’s campaign man­ 
ager, J ames A. Finnegan, has not­ 
ed ’that a shift of 850,000 v otes in 
14 key states could bring v ictory 
to the Democrats. 
Such a switch would still giv e 
President Eisenhower more v otes 
than Mr. Stev enson, but the chief 
executiv e would lose the presiden­ 
cy because of the electoral college. 
The college may make a candi­ 
dates’s arrow v ictory in popular 
v otes seem like a walk-ov er. An 
early example was the 1840 con­ 
test. 
' 
In that year, William Henry Har­ 
rison defeated Martin Van Buren 
in the popular v ote by 146,000 out 
of 2,410,000 ballots cast, yet Harri­ 
son’s electoral v ote was 234 to 60. 
If 
the

while 
J ames K. Polk’s popular majority 
ov er Henry Clay was only 37 ,000 
v otes out of a total of 2,7 00,000, 
he won the electoral v ote by a 
margin of 17 0 to 105. 


Who Will Be Protected? 


Ohio newspapers are sending up a “ Hey. 
Rube!’* ov er a hearing by the State Board of 
Optometry on Oct. 13. 
*‘Hey, Rube!’* was the rallying cry for circus 
people when trouble-makers showed up. In this 
case, it is the rallying cry for Ohioans who are 
on the alert for abuses of public authority. 
The State Board of Optometry, on the excuse 
that it wants to protect the public, has proposed 
regulations that wwild giv e it life-and-death 
power ov er optometrists. One of the propos­ 
als is to make it the censor of their adv ertis­ 
ing, with the right to control its nature and 
v olume. 
Protecting the public is the standard excuse 
used when the real motiv e is to eliminate com­ 
petition. 
As 
for 
protecting 
the 
public 
by 
strangling adv ertising, newspapers hav e heard 
this one before — and they reject it as bad 
faith. They reject it, moreov er, as an unlawful 
abuse of public power. 
It is iidierent in the practice of American 
gov ernment that no legislativ e body or group 
exercising delegated power may make rules 
abridging the freedom of the press guaranteed 
to all the people, including those who may want 
to read adv ertisements for eyeglasses.

A SECOND SURPRISING effect 
on the electoral college is that it 
can make a president out of a 
man who has lost the popular 
v ote to his riv al. 
This was the case in 1888 when 
Benjamin Harrison trailed Grov er 
Clev eland by 100,000 popular v otes, 
yet won the presidency by an elec­ 
toral count of 233 to 168. 
Most dramatic example of this 
sort was Rutherford B. Hayes’ v ic­ 
tory ov er Samuel Tilden in the dis­ 
puted election of 187 6. 
Tilden’s popular v ote exceeded 
Hayes’ by 150,000, while the elec­ 
toral v ote in his fav or was 184 to 
165. Excluded from the latter count, 
howev er, were a total of 2 0 elec­ 
toral v otes from Florida, S ou t h 
Carolina and Louisiana, plus Ore­ 
gon. These had been cast for 
Hayes. 
But in the case of the southern 
states, there was a great deal of 
ev idence to show that the popular 
v ote behind the electoral returns 
had been produced through fraud, 
intimidation and v iolence. Nev er­ 
theless, if the 20 electoral v otes 
were accepted as lawful, H a ye s 
would emerge as president by one 
v ote. 
In post-election wrangling, there 
were those who cried “ Tilden or 
blood!” Ardent Democratis t ook 
their Civ il War uniforms out of 
mothballs and awaited the signal 
for a march on Washington. But 
Tilden wanted no part of this, nor 
of any plan to settle the election 
by drawing lots. 
“ I do not care a snap of my fin­ 
gers for the presidency,” he said 
“ and will not consent to raffle for 
it.” 
Ev entually, the election was de­ 
cided by an electoral commis­ 
sion appointed by a Democratic 
House 
and 
Republican 
Senate. 
Each party was represented by 


fiv e members. In addition, there 
were fiv e Supreme Court justices, 
two from each party, with the fifth 
and crucial member being chosen 
by the other four justices. This 
ev entually prov ed to be J ustice J o­ 
seph D. Bradley of New J ersey, 
a Republican. 
It was his v iew that the Con- i 
gress — and hece the Electoral 
Commission —- had no power to 
go behind the certified returns to 
inquire whether the state authori­ 
ties were guilty of fraud and mis­ 
conduct. By a straight 8-to-7 party 
v ote, the commission upheld this 
position. 


A THIRD CAUSE for surprise 
in the workings of the electoral

The Stakes Are High In Milwaukee Strike 


Anti-American Unity 


The most important things happening in for­ 
eign policy never are the subjects under dis­ 
cussion but the subjects ripening for discus­ 
sion. 
Two are ripening this October. 
One is a potential combination of U.S. oil and 
shipping enterprises to accept responsibility for 
the maintenance and improvement of the Suez 
Canal, purely as a business investment worked 
out in cooperation with the government of 
Egypt. 
The other is the potential combination of 
dissatisfied European governments to accept re­ 
sponsibility for the economic and military se­ 
curity of Europe, without any more help from 
the United States. 
The second originates in the first. Great 
Britain and France, 
as Secretary of State 
Dulles has admitted, have been dissatisfied 
with this government’s attitude on the Suez 
issue. 
They would be even more dissatisfied if this 
government 
let business 
interests 
cooperate 
with Egypt in a plan to maintain and develop 
the Suez Canal free from international pressure 
politics of the kind the British and French want 
to play. 
From West Germany, in the meantime, there 
have been reports of the dissatisfaction of 
Chancellor Adenauer with the United States— 
dissatisfaction mingled with hints that West 
Germany now has everything to gain 
and 
nothing to lose by more gestures of European 
amity and cooperation like its recent Saar agree­ 
ment with France. 


European unity always has seemed just be­ 
yond the grasp of the unifiers while each Euro­ 
pean government was trying to make the best 
deal.it could make with non-European powers. 
But it could come within reach if West Ger­ 
many, France and Great Britain united for their 
common security against both the Soviet Un­ 
ion and the United States. 
Ironically, that is what U.S. foreign policy 
has held to be desirable as a long-range ob­ 
jective. That is what foreign-aid spending was 
designed to bring about. Yet its best chance 
of fulfillment now appears to lie in shared 
resentment against the United States. 


Discussion After Action 


It is characteristic of popular government 
that some actions are put off indefinitely be­ 
cause discussion cannot be stopped, but other 
equally important actions are taken first and 
the discussion postponed until later. 
This happened when Congress adopted a 
joint resolution in 1947 for 
a 
constitutional 
amendment limiting the presidential term. The 
proposal was ratified byt he states and went 
into effect in 1951 virtually without benefit of 
discussion. It did not apply to President Tru­ 
man, who was in office att he time. 
The discussion is beginning now. It will be 
repeated every time a president runs for a 
second term. The amendment limiting the 
presidential term was designed to plug a hole 
in the Constitution which had been of no im­ 
mediate concern until Franklin Roosevelt used 
it to shatter the two-term tradition. 
It may be the evenutal judgment of historians 
that plugging the hole did more damage than 
would have been done if it had been left open. 
Tt robbed the limited-term presidency of politi­ 
cal influence comparable to that of unlimited- 
term legislators who can run for re-election 
as long as they think they have a chance. It 
robbed the presidency of flexibility that might 
be needed in a national emergencv — the only 
time when Americans would be likely to keep 
a president in office longer than two terms 
anyway. 
The deed is done now. It would be even more 
difficult to undo than the 18th 
amendment 
passed in haste, repented at leisure and re­ 
pealed only after years of agonizing effort. 


Who Will Be Protected? 


Ohio newspapers are sending up a “Hey, 
Rube!** over a hearing by the State Board of 
Optometry on Oct. 13. 
“Hey, Rube!’* was the rallying cry for circus 
people when trouble-makers showed up. In this 
case, it is the rallying cry for Ohioans who are 
on the alert for abuses of public authority. 
The State Board of Optometry, on the excuse 
that it wants to protect the public, has proposed 
regulations that would give it life-and-death 
power over optometrists. One of the propos­ 
als is to make it the censor of their advertis­ 
ing, with the right to control its nature and 
volume. 
Protecting the public is the standard excuse 
used when the real motive is to eliminate com­ 
petition. 
As 
for 
protecting 
the 
public 
by 
strangling advertising, newspapers have heard 
this one before — and they reject it as bad 
faith. They reject it, moreover, as an unlawful 
abuse of public power. 
It is inherent in the practice of American 
government that no legislative body or group 
exercising delegated power may make rules 
abridging the freedom of the press guaranteed 
to all the people, including those who may want 
to read advertisements for eyeglasses. 


MILWAUKEE

W h i l e 
wage increases and union recogni­ 
tion are two of the issues in the 
strike, the biggest hassle has been 
over seniority protection and ar­ 
bitration of discharges. 


IN THIS WAR, WHICH already 
has cost the union some $8,000,000, 
Kohler is attempting to prove that 
no union can prevent a firm from 
turning its wheels and running its 
assembly lines. 
It is still producing and reported 
to be making a profit. And the auto 
union, in effect, is fighting to 
show that a company which defies 
it can be boycotted into shutting 
its doors. 
The public may not be fascinated 
by this labor war—during which a 
supply ship has been turned away 
from its dock and men have been 
wounded outside plant gates—but a 
small informed circle in Washing­ 
ton, the White House and industry 
most certainly is. 
If Kohler continues to put its 
products in the bathrooms of Amer­ 
ica, labor’s boycott weapon will for 
a long time be useless. If Amer­ 
ica’s bathroom doors are closed to 
Kohler, then few big firms will defy 
picket lines in the future. 


CHARACTERISTICALLY, t h e 
techniques used by Reuther’s peo­ 
ple have been daring, hard-hitting 
and widespread. Here, in Milwau­ 
kee, not too far from the com­ 
munity of Kohler, I’m told that 
the airwaves have been heavy with 
the union’s messages. 
With funds supplied by the beer 
city labor movement, the u n i o n 
bought one minute radio spot an­ 
nouncements over the two biggest 
stations. Eight times daily, seven 
days a week, the union message ap­ 
peals for boycott of Kohler prod-

ucts. These labor commercials pro­ 
mote union-made plumbing ware. 
They attack the skill of Kohler’s 
non-union workers and the prod­ 
uct itself. 
The boycott strategists have not 
stayed close to Milwaukee or the 
hometown of the strikers of Local 
833. They have ranged the nation. 


THERE IS A SPECIAL squad of 
auto union national staff men as­ 
signed full time to the boycott— 
and they all flew into Kansas City 
in August. The special attraction 
there was, of course, the plumb­ 
ers’ union convention, a natural 
for Reuther’s strategists. They per­ 
sonally contacted each of the 2,500 ■ 
plumber delegates. Each delegate 
was handed a chart listing all the 
Kohler dealers and distributors in 
his home area. 
Each of these plumbers’ dele­ 
gates, who, in turn is a leader in 
his own community, was enlisted 
in the fight. Each was urged—and 
each agreed—to go home and try 
to convince building contractors 
and city officials not to buy Kohler 
products. 
The impact here is obvious. The 
plumbers union is made up of the 
men who will install and maintain 
the products. The Reuther men 
reckoned that persuasion from the 
plumbers would have its effect on 
those who buy equipment and must 
deal locally with that union. 
In some cities this strategy has 
paid off for the strikers. A number 
of the nation’s biggest cities—be­ 
fore and after the plumbers’ con­ 
vention-had 
anti-Kohler 
resolu­ 
tions passed by their city councils 
of boards of supervisors. 


THIS MEANS THAT these com­ 
munities will not purchase Kohler 
products for their public construc­ 
tion-such as schools and official 
buildings. If this is successfully 
carried forward 
the auto union 
could conceivably also knock Koh­ 
ler products cut of the big market 
made up of public housing, veter­ 
ans’ hospitals and other federal, 
state and city projects. 
This is unprecedented. It all goes 
beyond the fight on Kohler. Wash­ 
ington is watching carefully. If the 
auto union can get the network of 
hundreds of central labor bodies to 
convince city, state and federal 
government purchasing agencies to 
boycott Kohler, the precedent will 
be set for o t h e r big unions to 
tackle any firm dealing with the 
government and any branch there­ 
of. 
Small wonder the union and Koh­ 
ler are spending millions in this 
war unnoticed by most of t h e 
nation.

Two Term Limit Seen Troublesome 


Watch The Gimmick

Mexico is increasing its manufacture of cop­ 
per products to gain foreign exchange. The 
products sell for more than bulk copper. 


Democratic strategists apparent­ 
ly are depending on a “gimmick” 
invented in 1789 to deliver the 
presidency to Adlai Stevenson. 
Mr. Steveson’s campaign man­ 
ager, James A. Finnegan, has not­ 
ed that a shift of 850,000 votes in 
14 key states could bring victory 
to the Democrats. 
Such a switch would still give 
President Eisenhower more votes 
than Mr. Stevenson, but the chief 
executive would lose the presiden­ 
cy because of the electoral college. 
The college may make a candi­ 
dates’s arrow victory in popular 
votes seem like a walk-over. An 
early example was the 1840 con­ 
test. 
In that year, William Henry Har­ 
rison defeated Martin Van Buren 
in the popular vote by 146,000 out 
of 2,410.000 ballots cast, yet Harri­ 
son’s electoral vote was 234 to 60. 
If 
the 
contest 
of 
1844, 
while 
James K. Polk's popular majority 
over Henry Clay was only 37,000 
votes out of a total of 2,700,000, 
he won the electoral vote by a 
margin of 170 to 105. 


A SECOND SURPRISING effect 
on the electoral college is that it 
can make a president out of a 
man who has lost the popular 
vote to his rival. 
This was the case in 1888 when 
Benjamin Harrison trailed Grover 
Cleveland by 100,000 popular votes, 
yet won the presidency by an elec­ 
toral count of 233 to 168. 
Most dramatic example of this 
sort was Rutherford B. Hayes’ vic­ 
tory’ over Samuel Tilden in the dis­ 
puted election of 1876. 
Tilden’s popular vote exceeded 
Hayes’ by 150.000. while the elec­ 
toral vote in his favor was 184 to 
165. Excluded from the latter count, 
however, were a total of 20 elec­ 
toral votes from Florida. S o u t h 
Carolina and Louisiana, plus Ore­ 
gon. 
These had 
been 
cast for 
Hayes. 
But in the case of the southern 
states, there was a great deal of 
evidence to show that the popular 
vote behind the electoral returns 
had been produced through fraud, 
intimidation and violence. Never­ 
theless, if the 20 electoral votes 
were accepted as lawful, H a y e s 
would emerge as president by one 
vote. 
In post-election wrangling, there 
were those who cried “Tilden or 
blood!” Ardent Democrats t o o k 
their Civil War uniforms out of 
mothballs and awaited the signal 
for a march on Washington. But 
Tilden wanted no part of this, nor 
of any plan to settle the election 
by drawing lots. 
“I do not care a snap of my fin­ 
gers for the presidency,” he said 
"and will not consent to raffle for 
it.” 
Eventually, the election was de­ 
cided by an electoral commis­ 
sion appointed by a Democratic 
House 
and 
Republican 
Senate. 
Each party was represented by 


five members. In addition, there 
were five Supreme Court justices, 
two from each party, with the fifth 
and crucial member being chosen 
by the other four justices. This 
j 
eventually proved to be Justice Jo­ 
seph D. Bradley of New Jersey, 
a Republican. 
It was his view that the Con- ^ 
gress — and hece the Electoral 
Commission — had no power to 
go behind the certified returns to 
inquire whether the state authori­ 
ties were guilty of fraud and mis­ 
conduct. By a straight 8-to-7 party 
vote, the commission upheld this 
position. 


A THIRD CAUSE for surprise 
in the workings of the electoral 
college is the chance that a hand­ 
ful of votes in a single state may 
decide the national election. 
This happened in the 1884 contest 
between 
Grover 
Cleveland 
and 
James G. Blaine. No one really 
knows the extent to which Amer­ 
ican Catholics turned against the 
Republican candidacy of B l a i n e 
because

clergyman 
charged 
in 
Blaine's 
presence that the Democrats were 
the party of “Rum. Romanism 
and rebellion.” This is certain: 
New York, which previously had 
been listed as safely Republican 
because of Tammany’s hostility to 
Cleveland, went against Blaine by 
1,140 votes. In the auxiliary effect, 
this gave Cleveland New York’s 
electoral vote and victory in the 
Electoral College by a count of 
219 to 155. 
Something like this happened in 
1916 when Woodrow Wilson and 
Charles 
Evans 
Hughes 
w e r e 
matched. Wilson’s popular major­ 
ity was 591.000. Yet Hughes could 
have won in the electoral college 
had he not offended Sen. Hiram 
Johnson in the course of an ill­ 
fated campaign trip to California. 
Johnson's supporters, in a reac­ 
tion to Hughes’ alleged snub of 
their hero, turned to Wilson in suf­ 
ficient numbers so that he carried 
California by 4,000 votes. And it 
was Califoria’s electoral vote that 
re-elected 
Wilson, 
after he had 
gone to bed thinking Hughes had 
defeated him.

The President says adoption of the 
22nd amendment which limits a 
president to two terms “was not 
wholly wise” and that the United , 
States “ought to be able to choose 
for its president, anybody that it 
wants, regardless of the number of 
terms he has served.” 
The 22nd amendment was adopt­ 
ed by two thirds of both houses of 
Congress in March 1947 and after 
ratification 
by 
three - quarters 
of the states was proclaimed in 
February 1951. 
Mr. Eisenhower has never be­ 
fore expressed nimself on the sub­ 
ject and did so only because the 
question was asked by Ed Morgan 
of the American Broadcasting Co. 
at a press conference a few days 
ago as a result of talk in political 
circles that a president in his sec­ 
ond term might lose influence with 
Congress. 
Mr. Eisenhower thought not and 
pointed out that the next aspirant 
would want his predecessor’s sup­ 
port for nomination and election 
But weakness arises when a chief 
executive can no longer hold — 
not candidates — but party mem­ 
bers in line. 


THIS CORRESPONDENT never 
favored the 22nd amendment and 
contended 
throughout 
all 
the 
Roosevelt administrations that the 
American people ought to be given 
the 
constitutional right 
to 
pick 
their presidents for any length of 
time they wished and that some 
modification of the parliamentary 
system of indefinite tenure for both 
Congress and the president was a 
far better way to protect the na­ 
tion’s interest. 
As it is, the 22nd amendment 
not only deprives particular in­ 
dividuals of the 
opportunity 
to 
serve the government in its high­ 
est post where experience in office 
is so important but deprives the 
people as well of their opportunity 
at any time to draft the most ex­ 
perienced man they can find to 
serve them, especially in emergen­ 
cies. 
When President - elect Wilson 
was* asked in February 1913 by a 
congressional committee his views 
of a proposal for a constitutional 
amendment limiting a president to 
a single term of six years, he re­ 
plied that he believed four years is j 
often too long and sometimes four 
years is not long enough depend­ 
ing on how good the president hap­ 
pened to be. He hoped some day 
the American people would estab­ 
lish a system more responsive to 
the nation’s will. Obviously, he had 
in mind a parliamentary system. 
The late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, in talks with friends, 
used to cite the successful experi­ 
ence of Canada under the 21-year 
tenure of MacKenzie King as prime 
minister — a service interrupted 
only twice for brief intervals. 


THIS WRITER in a dispatch on

election. Of particular interest now I 
is an unpublished letter written to 
this correspondent on July 25 last 
by Rep. James M. Quigley, Demo­

“I invite your attention to this 
legislative measure because its in­ 
troduction was inspired, at least in 
part, by your recent column sug­ 
gesting the fairness or the desir­ 
ability of making an exception to 
the rule of the 22nd amendment in 
the case of President Eisenhower. 
“I do not favor a third term for 
Mr. Eisenhower any more than I

for a third term. 
“Since I am a Democrat, and 
since I happen to have the honor 
of representing t h e district in 
Pennsylvania

includes 


Gettysburg, I suppose it should be 
expected that I should be doing 
everything possible to discourage 
President Eisenhower from seek­ 
ing a second t e r m let alone at­ 
tempting 
to 
create 
a 
situation 
where he might possibly run for a 
third term. However, since I am 
convinced that the 22nd amend­ 
ment is wrong in principle, I think 
it incumbent upon me to urge its 
repeal before it has an opportun­ 
ity to do great harm to this coun­ 
try regardless of what the political 
consequences might be to me per­ 
sonally.” 


THIS STATESMAN - LIKE at­ 
titude — for it really isn’t a par­ 
tisan matter or a question of per­ 
sonalities — is likely to gain more 
adherents as the American people 
come to understand why the pres­ 
ent rigid system 
of presidential 
tenure is outmoded. 
In time of atomic war, continu­ 
ity of service of the experienced 
leader in the White House could 
mean to the nation the difference 
between disaster and survival.

Estes 
Kefauver said today President Ei­ 
senhower took an “ unprecedented 
action” in ordering the Atomic 
Energy Commission to negotiate 
the long-debated and now can­ 
celled Dixon-Yates contract.

The Democratic vice-president­ 
ial nominee issued the statement 
as he made ready to set out on a 
100-mile motorcade through poul­ 
try-farming country in southern 
New Jersey. 
His major speech was planned 
for Vineland at a five-country ral­ 
ly. He turned up with a sore 
throat and cold Monday in Dela­ 
ware on the first day of his new 
tour, but said he was certain he 
would get over it quickly. 
His statement renewing his war 
of words with the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration over the atomic en­ 
ergy program was put out after 
he said he had l e a r n e d AEC 
Chairman Lewis L. Strauss “has 
threatened to make a political 
speech” Wednesday on the sub­ 
ject. 
Last week at Los Alamos, N M. 
the senator accused Strauss of 
injecting the AEC into politics 
with Eisenhower’s 
consent. 
Ke­ 
fauver contended that this had 
contributed to what he termed 


America’s lagging behind Great 
Britain and Russia in the race to 
develop electricity from nuclear 
fuels. 
Strauss replied in a statement 
released at the White House that 
| Kefauver was making misleading, 
’distorting charges. 
The Dixon - Yates contract was 
made by AEC with a private util­ 
ity group to build a plant to sup­ 
ply power in the Tennessee Val­ 
ley Authority area.

Manager Walter Alston turned 
to his ace relief pitcher Clem La 
bine rather than to his 27-game 
winner Don Newcombe to keep the

Yankee pilot Casey Stengel, in a 
spot where he can gamble, select­ 
ed Johnny Kucks, his 18-game win­ 
ner. 
This was Labine’s first starting 
assignment after reliev ing e i gh t 
times in three series. In his one 
relief effort during this series, he 
y ielded one hit and one unearned 
run in a two-inning relief job in 
the third game. He started only 
three games during the entire sea­ 
son.

sev en. So amazing was Larsen’s 
feat that only four batted baJls 
had a chance of being rated hits. 

Three 
driv es were conv erted into outs 
by spectacular Yankee fielding. 
In the second inning, Jackie 
Robinson

The Yankee third baseman 
lunged for the ball and caught it 
inches abov e the ground. 
The biggest drama was sav ed 
for the ninth, howev er, with ev ery ­ 
one in the nail-biting crowd realiz­ 
ing that each pitch was a big one 
—one that could end big Don’s 
dream of a lifetime—^Larsen calm­ 
ly disposed of Carl FuriUo, Roy 
Campanella and Mitchell without 
ev en as much of a minor scare. 
’This was only the sev enth per­ 
fect game pitched in the major 
leagues and only the fifth in base­ 
ball’s modern era. 
The last perfect game in the 
majors was achiev ed by Charley 
Robertson of the Chicago White 
Sox on April 20, 1922, when he 
v anquished the Detroit Tigers, 
also by a 2-0 score. 


FIRST ONE TO REACH perfect game pitcher Don Larsen was 
his battery mate. Yogi Berra, who wrapped himself around the 
y oung hurler and hung on. Soon the whole Yankee bench mobbed 
the 27-y ear-old hurler who not only pitched the first perfect game 
in World Series annals, but also put the Yanks one up on the 
Dodgers. It was a tasty rev enge for Larsen, who had been knocked 
out of the box in the second game.

“He lov es his fun,’’ say s a New 
York Yankee teammate. “I don’t 
guess he’s one for keeping train 
ing and observ ing curfews. But 
he’s one heck of a pitcher when he 
wants to be.’’ 
“He’s been ty ped as strictly a 
play boy ,’’ say s a baseball writer 
who trav elled with the team all 
y ear. “You get the idea he is a 
wild roustabout who goes around 
busting up beer joints. That’s not 
so at all. He has a dev il-may -care 
attitude. He’s really a swell, 
friendly guy . 
“This fellow is a good pitcher,’’ 
say s Casey Stengel, the Yankee 
manager. “Wonderful equipment 
and potentiality . I alway s felt he 
could do it if he set up his mind 
to it.’’

windy Monday , 
Oct. 8, 1956, Don Larsen set his 
mind 
to 
it—and made baseball 
history . 
Twenty -sev en m e m b e r s of 
Brookly n’s fence-wrecking forces 
walked to home plate .'t Yankee 
Stadium. Twenty -sev en promptly 
walked back to the dugout—v ic­ 
tim of Don’s blazing fast ball and 
tricky slider. 
It was the first no-hit, no-run 
game 
in 
World Series history . 
The game’s mightiest pitchers, 
Cy Young, Christy Mathewson, 
Grov er Clev eland Alex ander, lefty 
Bob Grov e and Carl Hubbell, had 
tried and come short of such per­ 
fection. 
It was the first perfect major 
league game, no man reaching 
first base, since another obscure 
pitcher, Charley Robertson of the 
Chicago White Sox , choked off De­ 
troit in a game April 30, 1922. 
Larsen threw 97 pitches, 71 of 
them strikes. He got as many as 
three balls on only one play er— 
Pee Wee Reese in the first inning. 
The six - foot - four, 225 - pound 
righthander retired the Dodgers 
with such consumate ease—catch­ 
ing them looking a nd swinging, 
making them pop up and ground 
out—that the crowd of 64,000 sat 
there numbed—hardly realizing 
the drama.

1961, and 
thereafter, the senatorial term of of­ 
fice shall be four years. exce;?t that 
the term of an additional senator pro­ 
vided for in section 6a of Article XI.

Democratic Gov. A. B. (Happy)

BROOKLYN (A*) — A hundred and 
fifty years from now, and a hun­ 
dred and fifty more, baseball fans 
will speak in awe of a tall, easy­ 
going Scandinavian named Don 
Larsen who pitched the first per­ 
fect baseball game in the World 
Series. 
What about this fellow, Larsen? 
“He loves his fun,” says a New 
York Yankee teammate. “I don’t 
guess he’s one for keeping train­ 
ing and observing curfews. But 
he’s one heck of a pitcher when he 
wants to be.” 
“ He’s been typed as strictly a 
playboy,” says a baseball writer 
who travelled with the team all 
year. “You get the idea he is a 
wild roustabout who goes around 
busting up beer joints. That’s not 
so at all. He has a devil-may-care 
attitude. 
He’s 
really 
a 
swell, 
friendly guy. 
“ This fellow is a good pitcher,” 
says Casey Stengel, the Yankee 
manager. “Wonderful equipment 
and potentiality. I always felt he 
could do it if he set up his mind 
to it.” 
On 
a 
chilly, 
windy 
Monday, 
Oct. 8, 1956, Don Larsen set his 
mind to it—and made baseball 
history. 
Twenty-seven 
m e m b e r s 
of 
Brooklyn’s fence-wrecking forces 
walked to home plate .'t Yankee 
Stadium. Twenty-seven promptly 
walked back to the dugout—vic­ 
tim of Don’s blazing fast ball and 
tricky slider. 
It was the first no-hit, no-run 
game in 
World Series history. 
The 
game’s mightiest pitchers, 
Cy Young, 
Christy 
Mathewson, 
Grover Cleveland Alexander, lefty 
Bob Grove and Carl Hubbell, had 
tried and come short of such per­ 
fection. 
It was the first perfect major 
league game, no man reaching 
first base, since another obscure 
pitcher. Charley Robertson of the 
Chicago White Sox, choked off De­ 
troit in a game April 30, 1922. 
Larsen threw 97 pitches, 71 of 
them strikes. He got as many as 
three balls on only one player— 
Pee Wee Reese in the first inning. 
The six - foot - four, 225 - pound 
righthander retired the Dodgers 
with such consumate ease—catch­ 
ing them looking a n d swinging, 
making them pop up and ground 
out—that the crowd of 64.000 sat 
there 
numbed—hardly 
realizing 
the drama. 
Larsen demonstrated a bit of 
his complex personality l a t e r 
when, 
pale and 
breathless, 
he 
answered machine-gun questions 
of his Herculean pitching feat. 
“I’m not much of a prayer 
man,” he said. “ But I kept ask­ 
ing somebody up there to help me 


get through this. My knees got so 
weak in the ninth inning I thought 
I was going to faint.” 
Larsen is 27, boyish-faced, good­ 
looking and crew-cut. He looks 
younger. On the road, he rooms 
with Rip Coleman, young Yankee 
pitcher. He likes his beer. He is 
a comic book fan. 
During spring t r a i n i ng last 
April, 
Larsen 
drove 
his 
auto­ 
mobile into a tree at 5 o’clock one 
morning, 
suffering 
no 
physical 
[damage but getting involved with 
the traffic court. 
Everybody expected Casey Sten­ 
gel to crack down on his “prob­ 
lem child.” But Casey called Don 
into his office, gave him a strong 
dressing down and then sent him 
out on the field to do wind sprints. 
They were the only punishment. 
“Casey likes Larsen,” a Yankee 
said. “His two favorites are Lar­ 
sen and Billy Martin. I think it’s 
because they’ve got a little devil 
in them.” 
Until he pitched the greatest 
World Series game of all-time, 
Larsen’s mark in baseball had 
been an undistinguished one. 
He was a crack baseball and 
basketball player at San Diego 
high school—having moved with 
his family from Michigan City, 
Ind.—when he was signed by the 
Browns after graduating in June, 
1947. 
He pitched 1947 and 1948 with 
Aberdeen, S. D., in the Northern 
League, moved to Springfield, 111., 
of the Class-B Three-I League in 
1949 but was sent down to Globe- 
Miami of the Texas • Arizona 
League because of a sore arm. 
His tour of minor league duty 
included Wichita in the Western 
League and Wichita Falls of the 
Big State (1950) and San Antonio 
of the Texas League (1951-52)^ be-' 
fore he moved to the big leagues 
with the Browns in 1953. He was 
Browns property when the fran­ 
chise moved to Baltimore. 
He won only seven games in 
1953 and only three in 1954, while 
establishing the dubious record of 
21 defeats in 1954, the season’s 
high. 
Larsen was virtually an un­ 
known pawn in the big 18-player 
trade between the Yankees and 
Baltimore Nov. 18, 1954. The big 
man in the deal was fast-baller 
Bob Turley, who was listed as a 
possible Yankee starter today in 
the sixth World Series game.
